It consisted, | well recollect, of slices of 
beef, hastily and imperfectly broiled, with mouldy biscuit, and indif- 
ferent tea; but the coarsest viands are sweet to the hungry, and we 
were in no humour to find fault with the quality of ours. : 

Having finished our meal, we were by no means displeased to learn 
that, for the present at least, we were doomed to be stationary. The 
camp was accordingly pitched in due form; sundry ruinous dwellings 
yu its vicinity were taken possession of, chiefly as stables for the 
Guns, fishing-rods, and grey-hounds, were desired to be 
put in serviceable order; and ev ery disposition was made to secure 
comfort. The sole subjcet of complaint, indeed, was found to be in 
the unfavourable state of the weather, which had become since yes- 
Ti roay boisterous, with heavy showers of rain and hail; but this very 
circumstance, at which we were disposed to murmur, chanced to be 
of all others the most f vourable to the operations of the army. By 
means of these squalls, the boats and chasse-marees, which had hover- 
ed about the mouth of the Adour for several days, were enabled to 
pass the bar, and the groundwork of the floating bridge (if such an 
fricism be admissible) was laid. 

As the passage of the bar was an operation of considerable difficul- 
iv, and as | was fortunate enough to be an eye-witness to the daring 
entrepidity and nautical skill of those who effected it, I shall take 
whe liberty of describing the occurrence somewhat more at length. 

THE BRIDGE OF BOATS. 
My friend and myself, having seen a little to the comforts of our 
men, and added in an important degree to our own, by a change of 
vabiliments, walked forth, with no other view than that of whiling 
away certain hours, which might bave otherwise hung heavy on our 
hands. We took the direction of the river's mouth, because there a 
dark pine-wood promised to shelter us from the blast; and because 
we were anxious to see how far the engineers had proceeded in the 
construction of the bridge. At this tine, be it observed, we were 
wholly ignorant of the kind of bridge which was about to be formed. 
We knew not so much as that it was to consist of sailing vessels at all, 
but concluded that pontoons only would be anchored, as had beenthe 
case at the Bidassoa. Our astonishment may therefore be conceived, 
when, on mounting an eminence, we beheld a squadron of some thirty 
erait, bearing down with allisail set tewards the bar; over which the 
waves were dashing in white foam, being driven inwards by a strong 
gale from the north east. But we were not the only auxieus specta-

abundantly secure. To complete its construction, however, gave 
employment to the artificers of the army during two whole days, 
though they contrived to render it passable for infantry in less than 
half that space of time. : 
In the meanwhile, neither the right nor the certtre of the allied army 
were inactive. The operations of the 23d, of which I have already 
said as much, and perhaps more than one who professes not to 
speak from personal observation is entitled to say, having been con- 
cluded, Soult, alarmed at the determined advance of his enemies, 
and confounded by the celerity of their movements, retired in the 
night of the 24th from Sauveterre across the Gave du Iau, and de- 
stroying all the bridges in his flight, assembled the strength of his 
army on the morning of the 25th, near the village of Orthies. Hither 
Lord Wellington immediately followed, Pushing forward a nume- 
rous body of Spaniards, so as to cut off all communication between 
the French Marshal aud the garrison of Bayonne, he maucuvred with 
the 3d, 4th, Sth, 6th, and 7th British divisions, during that and the 
succeeding days, and finally on the 27th, fought the glorious battle 
of Orthies, of which, as 1 had no share in it, [| shal! attempt no de- 
scription. ‘The result of it, as every body knows, was the hasty and 
disastrous retreat of Marshall Soult upon Toulouse; ihe capture of 
Bourdeaux, and the first public declaration which had yet been made 
by any part of the French nation, of the renewal of their allegiance 
to the house of Bourbon. 

Whilst these great deeds were performing elsewhere, a corps, con- 
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ments to the little corps, which, under the command of General Stop 
ford, had passed on the 28d, were floated across by means of rafts ; 
the men and guns sitting upon the beams of wood, and leading the 
horses, which swam after them. Yet even in this rude way, so great 
a force contrived to establish itself among the sand hills, by evening 
on the 24th, that all apprehension of a renewed attack -from the ene- 
my was laid aside. Nevertheless the artificers were anxiously press- 
ed to render the bridge trustworthy, with as little detay as possible ; 
and they strenuously exerted themselves to meet the wishes of the 
General. 

In the meanwhile, about forty thousand men of the Spanish army 
were posted along those faces of the town and citadel which looked 
towards Helletre and the Joyeuse. The left of this semi-circular 
line resting upon the heights, where during the Jate affair, I stood in 
safety to watch the progress of the skirmishers on both sides of me, 
swept round, through the abandoned enirenchments, to the brink of 
the river. Here the stream being narrow, a pontoon-bridge was al- 
ready formed, and the line recommencing on the opposite bank, 
wound on till it formed a junction with a corps of Portuguese, at the 
back of the citadel. But as yet, the chain was continued from that 
point, only by occasional patrolling parties; and through this open- 
ing the enemy daily sent out his foragers, and brought in supplies. 
Such a state of things, however, could not be long permitted to 
exist. It was essential to the prosecution of Lord Wellington’s future 
operations that the gap should be filled up previous to the renewal ot 
hostilities between his army and that of Soult; nor was much time 
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sisting of the Ist and Sth British divisions, of two or three brigades of 
Portuguese, and a crowd of Spaniards, proceeded, under the com- 
mand of Sir Johu Hope, to invest the town and citadel of Bayonne. 
As the rest of my journal will consist entirely of such occurrencee as 
befell during the progress of the siege, it may not be amiss if] en- 
deavour to convey tothe mind of my reader something like a correct 
idea of the important city against which our efforts were turned, and 
of the general face of the country immediately around it. 

The city of Bayonne stands upon a sandy plain; the citadel, upon 
a rock or hill which closely overhangs it. 


water, and the sliminess of its banks, the ‘Thames, near Gravesend or 
Blackwall, but considerably narrower, and more shallow. Both 
town and fortress are regularly and strongly fortified; and, on the 
present occasion, a vast number of field works, of open batteries, 
flesches, and redoubts, were added to the more permanent masonry 
which formed the ramparts. Nor was the erection of these the only 
method adopted by the enemy to give unusual strength to this most 
important place. Various sluices were cut from the river, by means 
of which, especially in our immediate front, the whole face of the 
country could be inundated at pleasure to the extent of seveval miles; 
whilst ditches, deep and wide, were here and there dug with the 
view of retarding the advance of troops, and keeping them exposed 
to the fire from the walls, as often as the occurrence of each might 
cause a temporary check. The outer defences began, iu all direc- 
tions, at the distance of a full mile from the glacis. The roads were 
everywhere broken up and-covered with abattis and other incumbran-

Daily some of them were brought; but the evil, instead of 
getting better, grew daily worse. Cardinal Gonsalvi did not know 
what to do to stop the progress of this disorder, and at length, in 
1819, he resolved to employ a man of the name of Angelo Koluti, 
who, during the time of the French dominion, was employed as a 
Commissary of Police, and was then much distinguished by his deeds. 
fle had the courage to go alone at night among the robbers, and had, 
by his persuasive tongue, made the celebrated Spatolone surrender 
himself, who, in about eight days, was followed by about four hun- 
dred persons of the same description. He always said, that nothing 
more was requisite than the persuasions of Roluti to make them do 
as he wished. ‘This man afterwards wrote a life of himself. When 
the Papal Governinent returned to Rome, Roluti, who had attached 
himself too warmly to the French Government, was banished, though 
he had a family, and though he had done a great many more such 
things as the one above mentioned, and in doing them had only obey- 
ed the Government then existing. But the Papal Government only 
thought of vengeance, and he was banished. He bore his fate pa- 
tiently, and went to Lucca, where he remained three years, and then 
he was recalled and employed. Roluti, instead of revenging himself, 
by refusing to go, seeing that his recall was dictated by necessity, he

Roluti 
sent a letter to Decessaris, telling him that the Governor had given 
him power to do as he pleased; that-he came to command in that 
quarter, and that his only object was to do good to all; that he could 
pardon those he pleased, and send them back to the arms of their 
families ; that he knew Decessaris was of good family, who wept daily 
ait his conduct, and that his mode of living would, sooner or later, 
have a melancholy end if he continued it; if he wished to return 
Jiome and die in the arms of his children and his wife; and that it 
would be better to see them once again. ‘That as soon as he arrived 
at Frosinone, having learnt that his family were in prison, he had 
caused them to be iminediately set at liberty, because he wished to be 
of service to him, and that he meant, at some future time, to go to 
the mountains and pass a day or two with him, secure of not being 
inolested if Decessavis gave him his word of honour that he should 
not be mole-ted, that they might then talk over matters at their lei- 
sure. Rotali sent his letter by a peasant, and had an answer on 
the follewing day : 

Decessarig replied, that he should have great pleasure to see him 
for a day or two, and that he need not doubt, for he would be per; 
fectly safe; that if he went alone, it would be much more satisfactory ; 
shat be had po occasion to carry any provision with him, for he would 
find every thing he could desire in the mountains; that if he would 
mention the day when he chose tocome, a man should be sent to} 
guide him, and that he should find a good dinner and good wine. | 
‘The friends of Rotuli endeavoured to dissuade him trom trusting | 
Himself to such an infamous man ; but, as he had before done similai 
things, he would not hearken to their advice ; and on « day which he | 
appointed, in August, 1819, he set out for the place mentioned. Hel 
foundthere seven armed men,who saluted bim, and placimg him in the 
middle of them, they proce ded by very difficult paths through tie | 
mountains, till they met Decessaris, who received him with much ci- | 
vility, paid him many compliments, made him sit down beside him, 
and capsed some salted meat and wine to be brought, as a retresh- 
ment, after his fatiguing march. After he had recovered bimself, | 
while the dinner was preparing, Decessaris conducted Rotuli to see | 
his arms, his huts, his provisions, his women, and all his men, of whom 
there were a great number. They were all very merry, eating and | 
drinking as much as they pleased. After having seen all Decessaris’ | 
stores, they returned to tne place where they had taken their refresh- 
ment, and the robber asked Rotuli “What he thought of his litile 
hingdom? If every body knew (he said) what a pleasant life it was 
to be independent, he was sure more would embrace it, and do as 
thev did.”

The travellers willdebark in the Bight 
of Benin, whence Captain Pearce and Dr. Morrison will proceed 
Eastward, in as direct a course as circumstances will permit, to Tim- 
buctoo; and Capt. Clapperton and Dr. Wilson, will proceed North- 
ward, taking the city of Soudan for their ulterior point. The King 
of Soudan has promised to send guides to Sockatoo to meet the latter 
travellers, receive the presents, and propitiate the other native Sove- 
reigns. It is a prevailing belief among the natives that there isa 
lake communication between both Timbuctoofand Soudan, with the 
Atlantic Ocean, flowing into the Volta. The travellers are gone out 
in the highest health and spirits, and with the most sanguine expec- 
tations of ultimately succeeding in their object.
